Reconciliation. 


Politically, the Free State has achieved 
& virtual independence of which it is ex- 
ceedingly » jealous. Economically, it is 
dependent, to an almost unlimited extent, 
on the good-will of England, from whom 
the political independence has been won. 
A full reconciliation of the two conditions 
will not be reached without misunderstand- 
ings and mistakes ; but when it comes the 
nation will have set its foot firmly 
on the path of material progress. We 
think that its education. must include 
the learning of three things—all of 
Which we propose to illustrate: from to- 
day’s news The first thing is the essen- 
tial dignity. of our -new status and the 
responsibilities which it imposes on us. 
We are now a self-governing country and 
must solve our own problems. Our old 
réle as the Niobe of nations never was 
alluri.g; now it would be humiliating. 
Let us take the case of the present distress 
in the West of Ireland. If we had followed 
our ancient habit of “ the poor mouth ” 
and had accepted the temptation— 
furnished by some excitable newspapers— 
to throw ourselves again upon the world’s 
charity, the cosmopolitan cynic would have 
damned us with a “ Plus ra change, plus 
c'est la méme chose.” Happily, we did 
nothing of the kind. Six months ago the 
Free State Government foresaw the dis- 


tress—which is véry real, but not 


| disastrous—and planned wise measures of 
relief. 


With the people’s aid it will he 
able to solve the physical problem; and 
when the moral problem—which our Special 
Correspondent defines to-day as a sad sub- 
mission to ‘‘ unalterable doom ’’—also has 
been solved, the blackest spot on the map 
of Irelanc will have been cleared away. 
Mr. Hogan's statement in Dail Kireann 
yesterday was a trumpet call to faith in 
the national destinies. 

The second thing which our people must 
learn is that opportunities are valuable 
only in so far as men take advantage of 
them. Our political relations with Eng- 
land and our nearness to her vast markets 
give us economic opportunities which fill 
other agricultural countries with the 
deepest envy. We are missing them to- 
day because we stil] refuse to get the 
utmost value out of our English customers 
and to give them the utmost value in 
return. Yet in this respect, too, the pro- 
cess of national education has. begun. 
Recent legislation for the improvement of 
our live-stock, butter and eggs has given 
our farmers a chance to put themselves, 
at least, on an equality with Denmark and 
New Zealand. Yesterday, at the Ministry 
of Agriculture, a conference of repre- 
sentatives of stock-breeders, cattle-tradecs 
ang shipping companies discussed the 
causes of the depreciation in the value of 


| Irish cattle during transit from the 


farms to the English market. This loss 
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be complete until she has reconciled the 
instincts of national independence with 
the rights and duties of her imperial 
fellowship. 


Arabia _ Infelix. 


The fall of Jeddah, which has been 
captured by the Wahabis after a short 
resistance, virtually finishes the campaign 
between the Sultan Ibn Saud and his 
rivals of the Hedjaz. The Hashimite 
kingdom has been removed from the map, 
and the victorious Sultan of Nejd is the 
unchallenged master of Arabia. Th 
ends, for the moment, at any rate, the 
hapless experiment which, chiefly in con- 
sequence of Colonel T. E, Lawrence’s per- 
sugsive powers, was started during the 
Great War. The British Government 

ised that its best chance of beating 
the rks on their own soil lay in an 
alliance with the Arabs, and, in order to 
gain their active aid, the Kingdom of the 
Hedjaz was created under the rule of King 
Hussein. This crafty old gentleman made 
an excellent financial bargain with the 
British authorities, and then proceeded to 
secure lucrative billets for his sons, Feisal 
and Abdullah, who became Kings of Iraq 
and Transjordania respectively. Unfor- 
tunately, Hussein reckoned without Ibn 
Saud and his ‘‘ Wahabis’ rebel horde.” Ibn 
Saud, who is a very much stronger character 
than Hussein, resented the Hashimite 
domination of Arabia, and proceeded with- 
aut much ado to declare war on the King, 
From the very outset. the half-savage 
Wahabis made short work of the Hedjaz 
armies. They captured Taif last September, 
and promptly massacred eight hundred of 


was forced to abdicate in favour of his son, 
Ali, for whom hitherto no throne could he 
invented, and this young man made a 
brave effort to stem the tide of the 
Wahabi advance. His task was hopeless. 
Mecca fell, and now Jeddah has 
gone, leaving the Hedjaz with only 
Medina and a few villages here and there 
as the remnants of Hussein’s domains. 
Ibn Saud is master of all he surveys; 
and, according to competent observers of 
the situation, Iraq will be his next 
objective. Here, however, he wil] not have 
matters all his own way. The Royal Air 
Force already has given the Wahabis a 
taste of its mettle, and they will have a 
very warm reception if, and when, they 
attempt an assault on King Feisal’s terri- 
tory. The British Government, of course, 
cannot afford to ignore Ibn Saud, who now 
occupies the position in Arabia that Abdul 
Krim holds in North Africa; and if these 
two should join forces, they would be an 
extremely formidable combination. For 
the moment, however, there is little danger 
of that development, as jealousies are rife 
in Islam, and every leader is playing his 
own hand. 


Irish Emigrants. 
The tide of emigration from Ireland 
continues. Every place on the emigrant 
ships that is allowed by the American 
quota is booked long in advance. It is 
reported by the New York Correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph that Germany and 
the Irish Free State furnished more 
immigrants to the United States in the 
last six months than any other nation. 
In the period during which our people 
have crowded into Ellis Island ‘some 567 
American citizens have come to settle in 
this country. This immigration probably 
represents returned Irish peasants who 
have saved enough to buy little patches 
of soil in their homéland; and the 
contrast between the numbers flying 
from Ireland and those coming back 
is saddening. The young men who fill 
the ships that leave Queenstown are 
sturdy youths who might be rendering 
their own country good service if they had

Political Levies. 


Mr. MacQuisten has taken charge of 
the bill to be introduced concerning the 
political levy, and it is understood that 
the bill will be brought in on March 6th. 
The trade union members of the Socialist 
Party held a meeting late last eveniny, 
and decided that the full force of the 
Socialist movement should be brought 
against the measure. It is certain to lead 
to some very lively debates; for feeling 
on both sides is very strong on this matter. 
The trade union leaders fear that their 
movement will be seriously damaged if 
their members no longer feel compelled to 

ay the political levy. The sum which it 
rings in is very considerable, and the 
activities of trade unionism would be 
crippled. On the Conservative side it is 
pointed out that the funds are now fre- 
quently used to subsidise extremists, and 
even Communists, much against the desire 
of many who have to pay. 


The Geneva Protocol. 


_ The Cabinet is in difficulties regarding 
the Geneva Protocol. The question is 
under consideration, particularly on the 
French demand for security ; but it may 
be regarded as certain that no proposals 
or schemes of any kind will be advanced 
until the Dominions have been fully con- 
sulted. Mr. Chamberlain is to go to 
Geneva for a meeting of the League of 
Nations in a few weeks’ time, but it is not 
expected that he will be able to do any- 
thing except ask that the discussion on the 
Protocol shall be further postponed. In 
the meanwhile much wil] depend upon the 
report of the Inter-Allied Military Mission 
on German defaults under the Versailles 
Treaty, and this is expected in London 
during the coming week. 


The Storm. 


London came in for the full benefit of 
the storm last night. It was the wildest 
night of a week of wild nights. The wind 
raged at over sixty miles an hour, accom- 
panied every now and again by torrential 
rain, which seemed to tear at the windows 
like nails London during the present 
series of gales has generally escaped dis- 
location of the telephone system, but this 
morning over three thousand telephones 
were out of order. 


Weather Forecasts. 


It is unlikely that weather conditions 
have ever been so much studied ard re- 
ported upon as they are to-day, and one 
result is that weather forecasts are becom- 
ing more and move ace 
Shaw, the famous meteorologist, says that 
a great dc :] remains to be done. and tiat 
it is possible that the peoples of the world 
will eventually realise that the weather 
is a sufficiently important subject to 
warrant the setting up of a world bureau 
at some such centre as Geneva, where 
reports from all parts of the world could 
be received and distributed. Then it would 
be possible to gather information from 
places now useless. There are no weather 
stations, for example, at St. Kilda or 
Greenland, while telegraph facilities are 
also lacking, and, therefore, there are no 
guiding reports. 


Bauxite. 


What appears to be a very important 
discovery from the point of view of prac- 
tical engineering has just been made by a 
British company prospecting in Dalmatia, 
¥ugo-Slavia. Conveniently near the harbour 
of Sibenik, or Sibenico, as the Italians 
call it, bauxite has been found in con- 
siderable quantity. Bauxite has a ferru- 

inous hydrate, the uses of which have 

itherto n mainly confined to the pre- 

paration of aluminium, but now it is in 
great demand for the solidifying of 
concrete. During the war our artillery- 
men and engineers observed that, whereas 
their gun emplacements took nearly a 
month to solidify, those of the French 
were y in a few hours, The explana- 
tion lay in the use by our Allies of 
bauxite (the name comes from a place in 
France—Baux, near Arles). With the 
growth of ferro-concrete construction this 
substance will become inereasingly valu- 
able, and the fact is leading the British 
Government ‘to direct our Colonial Ad. 
minhistrations to watch for traces of it.

DAIL MEMBERS 
QUESTION ACCURACY 
FIGURES. 


“Is the abolition of tax on all incomes 
earned in Saqystat Eireann a feasible pro- 
position? ' An /rish Times reporter put this 
question to many members of the Oireachtas 
yesterday, and the majority, instead of giving 
a definite answer, sohed “ Where did the 
Corkmen get their figures from?” — 

In the Dail yesterday, the Minister for 
Finance told Major Bryan Cooper that the 
report of the Revenue Commissioners for the 
year 1925-24 was bein repared, and «hey 
hoped to have it ready for presentation to 
the Oireachtas in August next. On Wednesday 
the Minister made a statement, showing that 
it would be impossible for him to give 
particulars of the amounts of .income tax 
assessed or collected under the different 
schedules. Those two official statements were 

uoted to justify the question : '' Where did 
ney get their figures from? ” 

Only one deputy, however, objected to the 
total abolition of income tax. He argued 
that this form of taxation is adopted by all 
progressive modern States, because it brings 
directly home to the individual that he has 
responsibilities in the matter of the expendi- 
ture of the public money. Fu re, it 
tends to remove the inequitable incidence of 
indirect taxation. The great majority of 
those spoken to welcomed the suggestion from 
Cork, but thought it too to be true. 
They wanted more details of how it was pro- 
posed to carry the scheme through, and keep 
the country going. 

Major Bryan Cooper mentioned that it 
would be certainly difficult to ascertain the 
incomes of people from various sources. 
There was any amount of money coming into 
the country otherwise than through the banks. 
There was “ American money,” for instance. 
He was afraid that the figures of returns 
from income tax that they issued so definitely 
from Cork were not supported by much more 
than high hopes and roseate imagination.

COMMITTALS TO PRISON, 

‘Three weeks ago Miss Bridget Murphy, a 
woman, apparently of the working class. who 
was adju bankrupt for a debt of some- 
thing under £100, was brought uP and 
examined as to her means. before Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan. She admitted that she and her 
brother and another sister lived together in a 
house in North Clarence street. off the North 
Strand road, Dublin, and that they owned 
other houses in that street. in Bally 
road, and in Summerhill. The case that she 
made was that the debt had not been incurred 
by her. Counsel for the petitioning creditor 
put it to her that she had a considerable sum 
of money to her credit in bank, and she 
declined to say whether she had or not. 

For unsatisfactory ansWering the judge com- 
mitted her to prison. 

On the 30th of January the bankrupt’s 
brother, Henry Murphy. was examined, and 
he admitted that he had some money of bis 
sister's, but he steadfastly refused to sav 
where it was. 

An official of the Provincial Bank proved 
that on a certain er á Henry Murphy drew out 
of that bank £9,500, which was on depogt 
there. That money was on the same day

In the course of three-quarters of an hour 
the messenger returned and ha ed to the 
Official Assignee the sum of £11,300. ny 
in £100 and £50 bank notes, which, he said. 
he had found in a Quaker Oats cardboard 
box which was bricked up in a wall of 
the house, 35 North Clarence street, in which 
the Murphys resided. , 

Both the bankrupt and her brother were 
then set at liberty, they having purged their 
contempt.

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DISTRESS IN THE WEST, 


sé CAN say definitely and deliberately 
| that there is no abnormal] distress 
in the West. The conditions in the 
congested areas now are, if anything, 
slightly better than any 
year.”’ 
This statement was made in Dail 
Eireann yesterday by Mr. P. J. Hogan, 
Minister for Lands and Agriculture, who 
explained the steps which the Government 
has taken to aid the people in the districts 
where the potato crop has been a partial 
failure and there is « shortage of fuel. 

The matter was raised by Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, leade? of the Labour Party, who 
mentioned that for the past few weeks 
there had been a persistent campaign in 
the English Press and in some Irish news- 
papers in regard to exceptiona] distress in 
the West. On the other hand. statements 
by responsible persons in the affected areas 
showed that, while there was no justifica- 
tion for exaggerated reports ef special 
correspondents, there was much want. 

He wanted to know whether the Govern. 
ment had taken adequate steps to meet 
the situation; whether there was 
ordination with voluntary agencies which 
had been acting with some effect to relieve 
distress; and whether there was any need 
for a special vote. It was not a happy 
thing to find the sufferings of the people 
exploited in other countries, even for the 
purpose of charity—and possibly for other 
purposes. 

Mr. P. O'’ Maille said that, on the whole, 
there was general satisfacticn in Conne- 
mara with the Government's plans to 
relieve distress. He hoped that the grant 
adininistered the Land Commission 
would be increased so that the relief works 
could be continued inta the summer. 


MINISTER'S SPEECH. 

The Minister for Lands and Agriculture 
(Mr. P. J. Hogan) said that it was undoubtedly 
a fact the Press correspondents were exploit: 
ing the question for their own reasons. He 
could say definitely and delibe ‘ately that there 
was no abnormal distress in the West. There 
was always distress there, but, taking the 
whole of the congested districts, the distress 
was not unique. There might be areas—small 
areas at that—in a worse condition than they 
were last year; but, on the other hand, there 
were areas where the conditions were much 
better than they were last year. The distress 
this year was not more acute than the normal 
distress of every year. 

Six months ago the Minister for Local 
Government and he set about investigating 
the problem of the winter in the congested 
areas as one whole. They endeavoured to co 
ordinate the work of the various departments, 
and summoned their local officials to Dublin, 
where a series of maps were prepared. 
map showed the areas of acute poverty, an- 
other where the potato crop had failed, an 
other where there was no fnel In addition, 
they got maps shaded to show degrees of dis- 
tress from acute to three-quarters. half, and 
one-quarter in degree, The men who did that 
knaw tho districts well, and the Departments 
were satiafied that the irformation was accu- 
rate, and that thev knew exactly where, and 
in what shape, relief was needed. This was 
planned out to provide--(1) work, (2) fuel, 


(5) seed potatoes. 
THE POTATO CROP. 


There was no failure of the potato crop ex- 
cept in one or two very limited areas, where 
they still grow the Champion and, perhaps, 
the Irish Queen varieties. For years his De 
partment had been trying to get the people 
away from planting the Champion, and to 
grow other varieties. Where they had not 
been successful in doing so there was failure 
of the crop, in parts of Mayo, and in smaller 
parts in Kerry. 

Now they had spent £20,000 in peveariag 
the best possible imported seed, which was 
being sent to the congested areas to be sold 
at. a nominal price. The growing of this seed 
would prevent for many years failure of the 
crop and consequent distress—(hat was, as far 
as failure auld be prevented in those areas 

e only regret was that they could nut get 
bigger supplies. When the Government 
started to Ea the price always went up 

For the provision of coal and timber a 
similar amount oí money hed been provided. 
Iu distributing it they had to take into ac- 
count the position shown by their maps In 
some areas where the turf had failed there 
was no acute poverty, «nd they had fo arrange 
their supplies according!vy. The arrangements 
for the distribution ef fuel was in the hands of 
a small committee in every district, under 
the supervision of an officer of the Local 
Government Depart ment 


RELIEF WORKS. 

There was a sum of £170,000 voted for 
relief works, which were not prepared suddeuly 
or on a last-moment decision. They were 
planned six months ago, and in placing the 
works account was taken of the local condi- 
tious as to poverty and want of fuel as shows 
on the maps. There had been the most per- 
fect co-ordination in the carrying out of the 
three schemes of relief, and he could say 
deliberately that now the conditions in the 
congested areas were, if anything, slightly 
better than in any ordinary year. 

There was a4 better crop in those areas 
last year than the average best crop tor the 
last ten years. | 

In dealing with that problem the Depart 
ments had little trouble in selecting the dis 
tricts to be examined. They were the 
counties of the congested districts, with the 
addition of the County Cavan. The work ol 
relief, he said, was going ahead promptly, 
and he thought that it was being used to 
the best purpose. In addition, the) had set 
aside a sum of £3,000 to provide meals por 
school children. 

There was in reality .ess distress in the 
present year in those districts than in the 
years 1911, 1912, 1913, and 1914, when all 
the Press correspondents were silent, and 
when all the déther benevolent people were 
very much silent. 


VOLUNTARY AGENCIES. 

There were several voluntary 
doing useful work in those districts, and the 
Government had recently set up a Committee 
to co-ordinate that work. On the whole, the 
work that the Government itself could do 
through the Land Comission and Local 
Government. was far more considerable than 
that which could be done by the best, in- 
tentioned voluntary organisation. He did 
not think that there was any occasion for 
anything like anxiety at the moment. They 
were really spending money this year to keep 
ths people in the affected districts alive so 
that they would have to spend more money 
on them next year and in future vears 
something was not dove to olleviete their lot. 
The question vould not be dealt with purely 
hy lan purchase. Thev would ceó n con 
siderable way towards solving the problem by 
lacing men im a position where they we uld 
os the means of making a livelihood for 
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themselves and their familics | 
more could done by schemes of drainage
